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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has again amended the claim to include a specific location of the injection point for anesthesia. 
Applicant has also amended the claims to recite the injection of liquid anesthesia. The Examiner submits that both of these limitations are 
new matter. As previously noted, the passage on which Applicant is relying on supprt for these limitations simply states "Another version of 
an anesthetic vaporizer is embodied in a device wherein the anesthetic agent is directly injected into the carrier stream. This passage does 
not disclose a specific injection element, nor the location of the injection element, and does not recite the injection of liquid anesthetic. The 
Examiner notes Applicant's arguemtns directed to their belief that the injection point MUST be in a certain location based on the injected 
liquid, but this argument presumes that a liquid has been injected - and this feature has not been specifically disclosed.. 
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
